Clark and Fry, two prospectors. The 
strike is an Immense as well aa a rich 
one. 
At present the lucky men have 


several ledges exposed, averaging from 
four to six feet in width carrying val- 
ues running all the way from $100 to 
$2,000 PMP ton. This big flnd was made 
tn the low porphyry hills, surrounded 
by lava and extending for a consider- 
able distance. 
A number of claims have been lo- 


cated on the rich flnd and several 
prospectors are now in the district, 
which shows all Indications that the 
mineral belt Is continuous between 
Tonopah and Pactolus.

The jury in the Llnderman murder 


case has been out for two nights and 
nearly two days and still It has not 
reached, a verdict. 
The jurors sent 


word to Judge Curler1 yesterday af- 
ternoon, so it is stated, that they could 
not agree, but the Judge told them 
that they must remain in the jury room 
a little longer. 
The jury then re- 


sumed Us deliberations and in all pro- 
btllty has failed to arrive at a verdict. 


Llnderman, the 
accused man is 


j happy, and says that it either means 
he will be acquitted or that the jury 
{will disagree and he will gain a new 
trial. In the latter case his life will 
be prolonged for several months and 
eventually he may escape the hang 
man's noose altogether. All who heard 
the evidence of the State say that the 
man is as guilty as the other three 
men are and say that the confession 
alone ought to convict 
Llnderman. 


They also say that without a doubt 
there is only one man hanging the 
jury, and that he is probably holding 
back frpm a verdict of guilty on ac- 
count of 
religious 
or conscientious 


scruples. 
There is still considerable specula- 


tion as to the cause of the disagree- 
ment. Those who heard the evidence 
state that the prosecution presented 
even a stronger case than in the trial 
of Gorman, Roberts and Sevener. At- 
torneys argue that the defense put up 
by Llnderman's 
attorneys, 
Messrs. 


Hartson, Hummel -and Packard, and 
much to do with It 


In the confession of Llnderman, It 


is figured the jury is not a unit. The 
defense made a strong point of the 
fact that if the jury accepted the,con- 
fession It must do so In its entirety; 
that is, the points in favor of the de- 
fendant as well as those against him 
must be given equal weight. 
In this 


event it is probable 'the confession in- 
stead of helping to convict the prison- 
er will result In either saving his neck 
or giving him another trial.

In order to show how nearly the two great men are Jn 


accord concerning certain political policies, the following 
Incidents and the beliefs of each are riven herewith: 


In his speech 'at the dinner of the Indianapolis Jack-* 


son club Mr. Bryan took occasion to commend the pres- 
ident's railway program. He said the Democrats would 
assist Mr. Roosevelt in the regulation of railway rates. 
While Inclining toward federal ownership of trunk lines 
and state ownership of local lines, Mr. Bryan wishes a 
fair trial of government supervision and regulation. 


At Memphis a few days before he declared that Dem- 


ocrats would support Mr. Roosevelt's corporation-curbing 
policies, and ventured to predict that if Mr. Roosevelt 
carried out his program he would be regarded as the 
greatest president in the history of the United States. 


Mr. Roosevelt believes in tariff revision. So does Mr. 


Bryan, although the latter would go further and remove 
the protective element from the tariff. 


Mr. Roosevelt believes in the federal regulation of rail- 


road rates. 
So does Mr. Bryan. The plank In the St. 


Louis platform demanding enlarged powers for the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission Is said to have been framed 
• 
by him. 


Mr. Roosevelt believes in federal licenses for corpora- 


tions engaged in Interstate commerce. So does Mr. Bryan. 
He advocated it as long ago as 1900. 
t 


Mr. Bryan believes in ultimate owershlp of public 


utilities. Mr. Roosevelt does not—yet. But Mr. Roosevelt 
Is more nearly In accord'with Mr. Bryan on all these 
questions tran he is in accord with the Theodore Rooso- 
velt of a <ew years ago. The Roosevelt of today must 
regard the Roosevelt of 1896 as little better than an un- 
witting tool of plutocracy. 


Mr. BVyan still has a larger personal following, per- 


haps than any other Democrat now actively before the 
public. Mr. Roosevelt has a larger personal following than 
any other Republican of his generation. A political ap- 
proachment, however Incomplete, between two such men 
Is of more than ordinary importance. Both are still young, 
both are still vigorous, both have political courage, of a 
high order. Both seem destined to exert great influence 
upon public affairs for years to come, and both seem to be 
steering toward the same port, although by different 
routes. 


IRRIGATION AND THE "BIG STICK" 


A 


CCORDING to governmen* statistics the close of the 


year 1902 saw the completion of 33,415 Irrigation 


systems Irrigating 9,600.000 acres of land. The Boston 
Herald has made some Interesting comparisons. It flnds 
that the irrigation enterprises cost $93,820,452 and mad'J 
134.000 farms profitable. The money spent by Uncle Sam 
on his navy in 1904 would have paid the entire cost on all 
these irrigation systems; and left on hand a balance of 
$9,500,000. 
According to the government statistics the 


amount spent on the navy would have irrigated and made 
profitable an area greater.than the combined states of 
Maryland and Connecticut, or more than half the area 
of Indiana. Every dollar spen. on Irrigation has added to 
the material wealth of the nation. The money spen on 
the navy did not Increase the general wealth of the coun- 
try a penny. The farmer who is an advocate of the "big 
stick" policy, or is blinded by the "world power" glitter, 
should do a little more earnest thinking.—Commoner.

Councilman Wilson at the meeting 


last night brought out the fact that 
the employes of the city have been 
working nine hours a day In violation 
of the State law requiring all work 
done by cities, counties] towns or the 
State be on an eight-hour basis. The 
Mayor and oth{r (members oK the 
Coouncll expressed the opinion 
that 


the law was) being observed. How- 
ever, an employe of the city happened 
to be present He is a man with a 
family consisting of wife 
and five 


children. 
He stated that the men arc 


working nine hours a day. This was 
done as a matter of informatioon and 
not a protest, he took time to add. 


This statement brought to light the 


fact that a motion was passed by the 
Council at one time making nine hours 
a day's work. When this was brought 
out Councilman Wilson 
Immediately 


moved the repeal of the order and the 
carrying out of the intent of the eight- 
hour law. The motion was carried. 


Immediately afterward Councilman 


Drappo moved that the wages of em- 
ployes be cut to $2 a day, for as he 
said, "eight hours' work don't amount 
to much." 
Silence fell over the meeting until 


Mayor Turrittin came to the front and 
stated that $2 a day is not c-nough for 
any man with a family and 'Td hate 
to be responsible for seeing the poor 
fellows and their families starve." 


No one seconded Drappo's motion 


and when the feeling of the meeting 
was so forcibly expressed he did not 
urge carrying It to a vote. 


Another Interesting portion of the 


meeting was when Judge Cottrell on 
behalf of his client. Mr. Corseglla, 
asked permission to move a building 
in the fire limits from one portion of 
a lot to another. 
After much argu- 


ment, during which 
Judge 
Cottrell 


questioned the constitutionality of the 
law, 
the request was denied. It Is not 


known whether Mr. Cottrell intends to 
appeal from the decision. It Is under- 
stood that Mr, Corseglla Intends to 
erect a brick building on his lot and 
with this end in view planned to move 
the present wooden building to the 
rear of the lot.
